But several new 
members are chosen to supply the places 
of those who have been removed, and this 
is understood to make a complete change 
in the administration of the road.

BUCK NEV NEW on. 


He Dies With Snakes in His Boots 
After Many Attempts to Shake 
Them Out. 

The sensation of the East End yesterday was 
the aunouncement of the death of Buck New- 
ton, one among the roughest menin Louisville, 
and whoin his earlier days was the dread of 
young men who chose to hold their heads above 
his walk in life. Nearly every man, woman and 
child in the East End has heard of him, or read 
accounts in the newspapers of his doings. 

Buck Newton's real name was Wm. H. Met- 
calfe, and his mother’s name is Lou Hundly. 
She has always been known asa woman of bad 
repute, and for a number of years has lived on 
Marshall street, between Preston and Jackson. 
Very few persons knew Buck's real name, al- 
though it will be remembered that some years 
since be got into a difficulty with Ed. Baldwin 
at the Oasis saloon, on Green street, between 
Third and Fourth, during which he fired at the 
latter, but the ball missing its its aim took effect 
in the breast of Wm. McFerran, son of J. C. Mc 
Ferran, Esq., and caused his death. This is 
the only person that Newton ever killed, but 
there are several persons in the city wearing 
scars made by his band, and others badly 
maimed for Bfe. On one occasion, in the neigh- 
borhood of his home, he became involved in a 
difficulty with a young man, whom he cut with a 
knife, and who narrowly escaped instant death. 
Outside his qualifications as a fighter and drink- 
er, nothing bad is recorded against him, but in 
these specialties alone he became notorious. 
For the last two years he has been an incessant 
drinker, with a habit of sitting at a card table 
in some grog shop to play for bad whisky; and, 
asa consequence, has several times had mania- 
a-potu. Yesterday he arose from bed with 
terrible pains in his stomach, and with these he 
suffered until he lost his reason and viewed for 
awhile many blue devils, then gradually com 
menced sinking, until finally the last spark of 
life died away.

ANTI-TEMPERANCE. 


The First Note of Preparation for a 
Var Against the Sunday Laws. 

At a late session of the Common Council an 
ordinance was passed regulating the sale of in- 
toxicating drinks, and containing, among other 
provisions, one forbidding the opening of coffee 
houses, or places where drink is sold, on Sun- 
day, and another closing all such places at 114 
o'clock every night. Quite a storm of indigna- 
tion has arisen among persons affected by the 
ordinance, which led to the draft and circulation 
of a petition to be presented to the General 
Council praying the repeal of the obnoxious law, 
The petition was presented before the upper 
board of the General Council last night by Dr, 
Krack, Alderman from the Tbh rl ward, eontain- 
ing, as he stated, 6,343 signatures. The petition 
reads as follows: 

To the General Council of the City of Louisville: 

The undersigned residents and citizens of Lou- 
isville would respectfully ask a reconsideratiosa 
and recission of your action respeeting an ordi- 
nance entitled An ordinance concerning offeea- 
houses and coffee-house keepers, &¢.,” and also 
an ordinanee entitled Taverns and tavern k-ep- 
ers, &., for the reason that they are unjust in 
their discrimination, oppressive in their opera- 
tion, and in violation of that constitutional pro- 
vision which provides “equal rights to all, exclu- 
sive privileges to nore.” 


Most of the signatures are German, that class 
of citia:ns being most affected by the Sunday 
provision at least. The petition was read and 
referred to the joint committee of both Boards 
on Taverns and Coffee-houses.
